Long-Wool mutton t}^pc. Used for crossbreeding with fine- 
wool ewes on western range. 

Body weight of mature rams, 250-875 lbs. ; ewes, 225-275 lbs. 
Fleece weight of ewes, 12-15 lbs. 


RAMBOUILLET RAM 

Fine-wool type. Western range and farm States. 

Body weight of mature rams, 225-250 lbs.; ewes, 140-170 lbs 
Fleece weight of ewes, 10-18 lbs.
